Gentleman named Philaurus,o2 infoꝛced by deſtinie: whether 
his pꝛegnant wit, 02 the pleaſant conceits w2ought the greater 
liking of theminde of Eubulus,' I know not foz certaintie. But 
Euphues ſhewed ſuch entire loue towards him, that hee ſeemed 
tomake ſmall account of any others, determining to enter into 
fuchan inuiolable league of friendſhip with him, as nerther 
time by peece-meals ſhould impart, neither fancie oy diſ⸗ 


ſolne, * anꝑ ſuſpition infringe. 
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I haue read (ſaith her) and well A beleue if, that a friend is 
in pꝛoſperitie a pleaſure, a ſalace in aduerſitie, in greefe a com⸗ 
foꝛt, in ioy a merrie companion, at all times another J, in all 
places the expꝛeſſe image of mine owne perſon: inſomuch, that 
J cannot tell whether the immoꝛtall Gods haue beſtowed anie 
gift vpon moꝛtall men, either moꝛe able oꝛ moꝛe neceſſary then 
friendſhip. Js there any thing in the woꝛlde to bee reputed (4 


will not ſay compared) to friendſhip 2 Can any treaſure in this 


tranſttoꝛie pilgrimage, be of moze value then a Friend? In 
whoſe boſome thou mailt fleepe ſecure without feare , whom 
thou maiſt make partner of a {i thy ſecrets without (uſpition of 


Fraude, and partaker of all thy mil foꝛtune without miſtruſt of 


ficefing, who will account thy bale his bane, thy 22 his 
miſerie, the pꝛicking of thy finger, the pearcing ol his hart. But 

whether am J carried 2 Haue A not alſo learned, that one ſhold 
eate a buſhell of ſalt with him whom he meaneth to make his 
Friend? that tryall maketh truſt ;? that there is falſhood in 
friendſhip? and what then? Doth not the ſimpathie of maners 
make the coniunction of minds? Js it not a by-wozd, Like will 
to like ? Not ſo common as comendable it is, to ſ& yonng Gens 
tlemen choofe them ſuch friends, with whom they may ſeeme 
being abſent tobe pꝛeſent: bieing a ſunder, to bs conuerſant: 
beeing dead, to be alive, J will therefoze haue Philautus fpchg 
my phiere, and by ſo much the moze J make my ſelfe ſure o 
haue Philautus. by howe much the moꝛe J vie we in him the 
linely image of Euphues. Although there be none ſo ignoꝛant 
that doth not know, neither any ſo impudent, that will not con⸗ 
feſſe friendſhip to be the ie well ol humaine ioy: yet whoſocuer 
ſhall ſe thys amitie grounded vpon a little affection, will ſoona 
comecture, that it will be diſſolued vpon a light occaſion ; as in 
the ſequell of Euphues and Philautus you ſhall ſcone: per- 
cetne , whoſe hete loue quicklie became colde: Foz as the beſt 
Wine dooth make the ſharpeſt Uinegar, ſo the deepeſt loue 
turneth to the deadlieſt hate.

ett confections, they daunced all that after-noone : they vſed 


not onelie ane booꝛd, but one bedde, one boke, (ik ſs be it they 
thought not one fomanie.) Their friendlhip augmented every 
day, inſomuch that the one could not reſraine the companie of 
the other, one minute: all things went m common betweene 
them, which all men accounted commendable. © 

Philaucus being a Towne-bozne Childe, both fo2 his owne 
countenanncc, and the great countenaunce which his: Father 
had while he liued, crept into credite with Don Ferardo, one 
of the cheefe Gouernours of the Cittie, who although hee had.a 


courtlie crew of Gentlewomen ſoiourning in his Pallace, yet- * 


his Daughter, heire to his whole reuenewes, ſtained the beau- - 
tie of them all ; whoſe modeſt — cauſed aſs to 


Euphues. 


looke wanne foxenuie: whoſe Lillie eherkes dyed with a Uer⸗ 
million redde, made the reſt bluſhe foꝛ ſhame, Foz as the fi- 
neſt Rubie ſtaineth the colour of the reſt that be in place, oz 
as the bꝛightneſſe of the Sunne dimmeth the Poone that thee 
canngt be diſcerned; ſo this gallant girle moze faire then foz- 
tunate, and yet moze foꝛtunate then faithfull, eclipſed the beau⸗ 
tie of them all, and changed their calours. Unto her had Phi- 
lautus acteſſe, who wanne her by right of leue, and ſhould haus 
woꝛne her by right of Lawe, had not Euphues by ſtrange de⸗ 
ſtenie, bꝛoken the bands of marriage, and foꝛbidden the banes 
of matrimonie. 


Jt happened that Don Ferardo had actaſion ta goe to Ve - 


nice, about certaine of his one affaires, leauing his daughter 
the onelie Steward of his houthold, who ſpared not to feaſt her

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friend Philaurus, with all kindes of delights and delirates, re- 


feruing onelp her honeſtie, as the chiefe ſtay of her honoz. Her 
Father bæing gone, hee ſent foz her friende to Supper , who 
camenat as he was accuſtomed ſolitarilie alone, but accompa⸗ 
nied with his friend Eyphucs. The Gentlewoman , whether 
it were fo2 niceneſſe, oz fo2 niggardneſſe of curteſie, gaue him 
Wch à cold welcome, that he repented that he was come, 

Euphues though he knewe himſelfe wozthie euerie way to 
bane a good countenannce, vet could hee not perceiue her wil- 
ling ante way to lende him a friendly looke, Yet leaſt he ſhonld 
ſeeme to want icſtures, oz to be daſhed oat of conceit with her 
coy countenaunce, he adazeſſed him to a Gentlewoman called 
Liwa, vatowhomhe:vttered theſe ſpeeches. 

Faire Lady, if it be the guiſe of Italy to welcome ſtrangers 
with ſtrangeneſſe, Jmuſtneedes ſay the cuſtome is ſtrange, 
and the Country barbardus: if the manners of Ladies be to ſa⸗ 
lute Gentlemen with coynclle, then Jam enfozced to think the 
Women voide of curtefie to vſe ſuch weltome, and the men paſt 
ſhame that will come. But heereafter, J will either being a 
ſtoole on mine arme, fo2 an vnbidden gueſt, oꝛ a Wizard on my 
face, foz a ſhameleſſe Golſippe. en Liuia replied

That the Cypꝛes tree beareth a faire 
leafe, but no fruite? That the Eſtrich carrieth faire fcathers; 
but ranck lech: Nowe frantike arethoſe Leuers, which are 
carriedaway with the gay gliſtering of the fine face; the beau⸗ 
tie whereof is parched with the @unnes blaze, and >" 
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Euphues. : 


with the Minters blaſk: which is ol ſo thozf confirmannce, that 
it faveth beloꝛe one perteiue it flourtth ; of fo ſmall p:ofit; that it 
poyſoneth thoſe that poſſeſſe it: of ſo little value with the wiſe, 
that they account it a delicate baite with a deadlie hecke: a 
ſwete Panther with a denouring paunch, aſower poyſonin a 
filuer pot. 

Heere J could enter info diſcourſe of ſach fine Dames, as 
being in loue with their owne lookes, make ſuch courſe ac⸗ 
count of their paſſionate Louers: fo; commonly, if they bee a⸗ 
doꝛned with beautie, they be fkraite laced, and made ſo high in 
the inſteppe, that they diſdaine them molt that moſt deſire the, 


At is a wozld to ſe the doating of their Leuers, and they; dea⸗ 


ling with them, the reuealing of whoſe ſubtill fraines woulde 
cauſe mee fo ſhedde feares, and you Gentle women, to chutte 
your modeſt eares. Pardon mee Genflewomen, if J vnfold e- 
nery wile, and ſhew euery w2incle of womens diſpoſitiõ. Two 
things do they cauſe their leruaunts to vowe vntothem, ſecre-- 
cie and ſoueraintie: the one fo conceale theyz inficing lights, 
by the other, to aſſure themſelues of their onelie ſeruice. Again. 
but hoe there: if J ſhould haue waded anie farther , and ſoun-- 
ded the depth of their deceit, J ſhould either haue pꝛocured your: 
diſpleaſure, oꝛ incurred the ſuſpition of fraude : either armed 
vou to pzactiſe the like ſubtiltie, oz accuſed my ſelfe ef periurie. 
But J meane nat to offendyour chaſt mindes, with the rehear⸗ 
ſall of their vnchaſt manners, whoſe eares J perceiue to glow,- 
and harts to be greeued, at that which I haue already vttered: 
not that amongſt you there be ante ſuch, but that in your lere 
there ſhould be anie ſuch. 

Let not Gentlewomen therefoze make too much of theyz 
painted ſheath, let them not be ſo curious in their owne cons: 
ceits, oꝛ (0 currith to their loiall Louers. When the blacks _ 
Crowes foote ſhall appeare in theyz eye,o2 the black Dre tread- 
on their foote, when their beautie ſhall be like the blaſted Roſe, : 
their wealth waſted, their bodies woꝛne, their faces wzincled, 
their fingers croked, who will like of them in their age, who 
laued none in their youth 2 It 22 will be cheriſhed when ene

be olde, be curfeons while you be voung: if von lecke foz tom © 
fozt in pour hoarie haires, be not coy when you have your gol⸗ 
den locks : if you would bee embꝛated in the wayning of your 
bꝛauerie, be not ſqueamich in the waxing of your beautie: if 
von deũre to be kept like the Roſo when it hath loſt his colour, 
ſmell ſweat as the Roſe doth in the bud: if eu would bee taſted 
ſoʒ ld Wine, be in the mouth a pleaſant Grape: ſo ſhal yon be 
cheriſhed fo; your curteſie, comfoztev fo your honeſtie, embꝛa⸗ 
cedfoz your amitie :ſoſhall yee be pꝛeſerued with the ſweete 
Roſe, and d2unken with the pleaſant Mine. A 

Thus farre J am bold Gentlewomen, to counſell thoſe that 
be cop, that they weaue not the web of their owne woe, noꝛ ſpin 
the thꝛed of their owne thꝛaldome by their owne ouerthwart⸗ 
nefſe. And ſeeing wer are even in the bowels of lone, it ſhal not 
be amiſſe to examine whether man oz woman be ſoneſt allu- 
red, whether be moſt conſtant, the male oz the female. And in 
this poynt Jmeane not to be mine owne caruer, leaſt J ſhould 
ſeme eyther to picke a thanke with Men, oꝛ a quarrell with 
Women, If therefoze it might ſtand with your pleaſure (Mi⸗ 
fires Lucilla) fo gine your cenſure, JF would take the confrary; 
fa2 fure Jam, though pour tudgement be ſound, pet affection 
will ſhado it. 

Lucilla, ſceing this pzefence , thought fo take aduantage of 
his large p2offer, vnto whom He ſaid. Gentleman, in mine 9- 
pinion, Women are to be wonne with euerie winde, in wheſe 
ſexe, there is neither foꝛce to withſtand the aſſaults of loue, nei⸗ 
ther conſtancie to remaine faithful. And becauſe your diſcourſe 
bath hetherto bzedde delight, J am loth to hinder you in the ſe⸗ 
quell of your demiſes. Euphues perceiving himſelfe to oh taken 
napping, aunſwered as followcth, - 

Miſtres Lucilla, if yon ſpeake as you thinke, theſe Gentle⸗ 
women pꝛeſent haue little cauſe tothanke you, if you cauſe mee 
tocommend Women; my tale will be accounted a mere frifle,' 
and your wo2ds tho plaine truth: yet knowing pꝛomiſe to be 
debf, J will pay it with perfozmance, And J would the Gen⸗ 
tlemen here pꝛeſent, were as readie to credit my „ = 8 
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Eupliues. 
Genflewomen are willing to heare their owne pꝛayſes: 02 J 


as able to ouer⸗come, as Miſtres Lucilla would be content to 


be ouerthzowne. Yowſoener the matter ſhall fall out, am of 
the ſurer ſide: foꝛ if my reaſons bee weake, then is our ſere 
ſtrong: if fo2cible, then is your iudgment feeble: if A find truth 
on my ſide, J hope J ſhall foz my wages winne the good will of 
Women : if J want p2vofe., then Gentlewomen of neceflitie 
you mult yeeld to men. But to the matter. 

Touching the peelding to lone, albeit their harts ſeeme ten⸗ 


der, vet ther harden them like the tone of Sicilia, the which, the 


mone it is beaten, the harder it is: fo2 being framed as it were 
of the perfection of men, they be free from all ſuch cogitations 
as maꝝ anꝝ way pꝛouoke them to vncleanneſſe, inſomuch as 
they abhozre the light loue of vouth, which is grounded vpon 
laſt, and diſlolued vpon cuerylight occaſion.

diſcretion, 

Hereof it commeth that men accuſe women of crueltie, bes 
cauſe they themſelues want cinilitie: they account them full of 
wiles, in not peelding to their wickedneſle : faithleſſe, fo? reſt- 
fting their filthines. But J had almoſt fo2got my felfe, you ſhal 
pardon mee iſtres Lucilla fa this time, if thus abzuptlie J 
finiſh my diſcourſe : it is neither fs2 want of good will, oꝛ lacke 
of p2oofe, but that J fœle in my ſelfe ſuch an alteration, that J 
can ſcarce vtter one wozd: Ah Euphues.

O my Euphues, little - 
det thou know the ſodaine ſoꝛrow that J ſuſtaine fo2 thy ſweet - 
ſake, whoſe wit hath bewitched me, whoſe rare qualities hath 
depziued mee ot mine olde qualitie , whoſe curteous behaniour 


without curiofitie; whole camlie feature without fauit , whoſe 
filed ſpeech without fraude, hath wꝛapped mee in this miſ-f0z# 
tune. And canſt thon Lucilla be ſo light of loue in fozfaking Phi- 


lautus toflie fo Euphues? Canſt thou pꝛeferre affranger befoze - 
thy Countriman, a ſtarter befoze thy companions Why, Eu- 


hues perhaps doth deſtre thy lone, but Plilautus hath deſerued 
t. Why, Euphues feature is woꝛthy as good as J, but Philau- 
tus his fayth is wozthy a better. J, but the latter loue is moꝛs 
keruent: J, but the firſt ought to be molt faithfull. J, but Eu- 
phues hath greater perfedicn: J, but Philautus hath deeper afs 
feckion. Ah fond wench, doft thou thinke-Euphucs will deeme 
the conſtant to him, when thou haſt bene vnconſtant to his 
friend? Weeneſt thou that he wil haue no miſtruſt of thy faith- 
fulneſſe, when he hath had triall ol thy ſicklenes ! Wil he haue 


no doubt ofthine honour, when theu thy ſelfe calleſt thine hos | 


neſtie in queſtion 2 Yes, yes, Luci'la, well doth he know that 
the Glaſſe once crazed, will with the leaſt clappe bee cracked: 


that t©e cloth which ſtaineth with Pilke, will ſoone looſe his 


colour with Uinegar, that the Eagles wing will waſt the fea⸗ 
ther, as wel of the Phenix as of the Pheſant : that ſhe that hath 
been faithleſſe to one, will neuer be faithfull:toany .

to Philautus, J map be louelie to Euphues? It is not my deũre, 
but his deſer ts that moueth my minde to his choice: neither the 
want of the like good will in Philautus, but the lack ofthe like 
good qualities that remooueth my fancie froni the one to the o⸗ 
ther. 1 2 | 

Fo2 as the Be that gathercth Honp out of the wiede, when 
the eſpieth the faire flow2e,fliethtothe ſweteſt : oz as the kind 
Spantell though he hunt after Birds, pet fozſakes them fo res. 
triue the Yartridge : oꝛ as wee commonly feede on Berke hun⸗ 
gerlie at the fir, pet ſeeing the Quaile mo2e daintie, change 
our diet. So J, although 2 loue Philaucus foz his good pꝛoper⸗ 
ties, vet ſeeing Euphues to extell him, J ought by nature to like 
him better. By ſo much the moꝛe therefoze my change is to be 
ercuſed, by how much the moze my choice is excellent: and by 
ſo much the leſſe J am fo be condemned, by how much the moꝛe 
Euphues is tu be commended. Js net the Diamond of moze vas 
lue then the Rubie, becauſe he is of moze vertue ?

Was there euer any lo fickle, ſo ſeone to be allured, 
euer any ſo faithleſſe, to deceiue his friend? ener any ſo fwliſh, 
to bathe himſelfe in his owne miC-foztune 2 Ta true it is, that 
as the Sea⸗crabbe ſwimmeth alwaies againſt the ſtreame, ſo 
wit alwates ſtriueth againſt wiſedame: And as the Beets of- 
ten⸗times hurt with his owne Yonny, ſo is wit not ſildome pla- 
gued with his owne conceit. | 

O ye Gods, haue pe ozdained foz every malady a medicine, 
fo2 euery ſoꝛe a ſalue, foz euery paine a plaiſter: leauing onelie 
loue remedileſſe? Did ye deeme no man ſo mad to be enfangled 
with deſire, oz thought pee them wozthy to be toꝛmented that 
were ſo miſled? Maue pee dealt moze fanourably with bzute 
beaſts then with reaſonable creatures. 

The filthy Sowe when ſhe ts ſicke eateth the Dea-crab and 
is immediatly recured: The Toꝛtoiſe hauing taſted the Uiper, 
ſucketh Ori zanum and is quickly reuiued: the Beare ready fo.

Euphues hauing thus talked with himſelfe , Philautus en- 3 


fred the Chamber, GY him ſo wozne and waſted with 


continuall

continuall mourning, neyther topingin his meate, no2 reiop⸗ 
cing in his Friend, with waterie eyes vttered this ſpach. 
Friende and fellowe, as J am not ignoꝛant of thy pꝛeſent 
weakenes, ſo J am not pꝛiuie to the cauſe: and although JI ſu⸗ 
ſpect many thinges, vet can I aſſure my ſelfe of no ons thing. 
Therefoꝛe my god Euphues, foz theſe. doubts and duinpes of 
mine, eyther remeue the cauſe , 
therto found me a cheerefull companton in my mirth, and nov 
ſhalt thou finde me as carefull withfhee in thy moane. Jfalts- 
gether thou maiſt not be cured, yet maiſt thon be comfozfed, It 
there be any thing that eyther by my F riends may be p2ocured, 
oz by my ſelfe attained, that map eyther heale the in part, oz 
helpe the in all, I pꝛoteſt to thee by the name of a Friend, that 
it chan rather be gotten with the loſſe of my body, then loſt by 


getting a kingdome. Thou haſt tryed me, thereloꝛe truſk mer: 


thou haſt truſted me in many things, therefoze tryme in thys 
one thing. J neuer vet failed, and nowe J will not faint. Bee 
bold to ſpeake and bluſh not: thy ſde is not ſo angry but J can 
ſalue it, thy wound not ſo derpe but J can ſearch it: thy griefs 
not ſo great but J can eaſe it. It it be ripe, it ſhall be launced, if 
it be bꝛoken, it all be fainted ; be it neuer ſo deſperate, it hall 
be cured, Riſe therefoze Euphues, and fake hart at grafſe,youn- 
ger thou ſhalt neuer be: plucke vp thy ſtomacke, if lone haue 
unge the it ſhall not ſtifle thee. Though theu be enamoured ol 
ſome Lady, thou ſhalt not be inchaunted. They that begin te 


pine of a conſumption, without delay pꝛeſerue themſelues vpon 


Cullifſes: he that ferleth his ſtomack inflamed with meate, co» 
leth it eftſoones with Conſerues: delapes bꝛed danger, nothing 
ſo perilous as pꝛocraſtination. Euphues hearing this tomfoꝛt 
and friendly counſaile, diſſembled his ſoꝛrowing hart with a 
ſmiling face, andaunſwered him as folleweth. | 
True it is Philautus, that he which toucheth the Nettle ten⸗ 
derlp, is ſoneſt ſtung, that the Flie which plaieth in tze fire is 
ſinged in the ſlame, that he that vallieth with women, is dzawn 
to his woe, And as the Adamant v2aweth the heaux yꝛon, x the

thy turtedus demeansur without curioſity, thy ſwert ſpeech ſa⸗ 
noured with wit, thy comly mirth fempercd with modeſkys yi 
chalt lokes, vet louelp, thy ſharp taunts, yet pleaſant ; haue gi⸗ 
uen ne ſuch a check, that ſure J am at the next view of thy ver- 
tues, J ſhall take thee mate, and taking it not of a pawne, but of 
a Pzince, the loſe is to be accounted the leſſe. And though they

J willingly take every minute ten mates, tu eniop Liviafoz my 
louing mate. Doubtleſſe, if euer ſhe herſelfe haue been ſcoztched

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It theretwa Phiputm, thnu canſi ſet but this feather to mine 
arrowe, thon ſhalt ſie me ot ſo niere, that thon wilt acccunt 
me foz a cunning Archer And.verily, if g had not loued the 
well, J would haue ſwallowed mine owne ſoꝛrow in ſilence, 
knowing that in loue not hing is ſo danger dus, as to participate 
the meanes ther eat to another, and that two may keepe coun- 
ſaile i the one be away. Lam therefoze infoꝛced perfoꝛte, to 
challenge that curteũie at thy hands, which earſt thou didſt pꝛo⸗ 

ſc with thy hart: the perfo2zmance whereof, ſhall bind me to 

hilautus, and p2oue thee faithful to Euphues Now if thy cun- 
ning be aunſwerable tomy good: will, pꝛadiſe ſome pleaſant

Philautus thinking all to be gold that gliſtered, and all to be 
Goſpell that Euphues vitered, anſwered his fozged gloſe, with 
this friendly cloſe. 

Jn that thou half made me pꝛiup fo thy purpoſe A will net 
conceale my p2actiſe : Jn that thou cranucſt 1 my apde, aſſure thy 
ſelfe , J will be the finger next thy thomb : in ſo muchas thou 
ſalt neuer repent the of the one 62 the other : fo2 perſwade 
thy ſelfe, that thou ſhalt finde Philaucus during lyfe, readie to 
comnfozt the in thy mi{-foztunes, and ſuccour the in thy neceſ- 
ſitie. Concerning Livia, though ſhe be faire, vet is ſhe not ſa a⸗ 
miable as my Lucilla, whoſe Seruant J haue beene the tearme 
of th2e peares: but leaſt compariſons hold ſeeme odious, chef- 
lie where both the parts be without compariſon, 3 will omit 
that, and ſceing that we had both rather be talking with them, 
that tatling of them, we will immediatly go to them.

Zouching our acceſſe, be thou 
ſecure, J ſhall flap Ferardo inthe month with ſome eonceit,ard 
fill his oid head ſo full ofnew fables, that thou ſhalt rather bt 
earneſtly intreated to repaire to his hoale, than euill intreatꝭd 
to leaue it.

Pere you may ſe Gentlemen, the falſchood in fellowſhip, 
the fraude in friendſhtppe , the paynted ſheath with the leaden 
Dagger, the faire wo2ds that make fwles faine : but J will not 
trouble you with ſupcrfluons addition, vnto whom 3 feare me 
Jhaue been fedious with the hare diſcourſe of this Hiſtoꝛp. 
Philautus & Euphues repaired tothe houſe of Ferardo, where 
they found Miſtres Lucilla and Liuia accompanied with other 
Gentle women, neyther beeing idle, noz well emploped, but 
playing at Cardes. But when Lucilla beheld Euphues, ſhe 
would ſcarcelie contayne her ſelfe from embꝛacing him, had

ed her wiledome. Fuphues on the other fide was fallen into 

ſuch a traunte, that he had not the power either to ſutteur him⸗

Gentleman, although your leng abſence gaue ine occaſion fo 
think you dilliked yourlaſt entertainment, vet your comming at 
the laſt, hath cut off my fozmer ſuſpition, t by ſe much the moze 
you are welcom,by how much the moꝛe you are wiſhed foz-35ut 


vou Gentleman, (taking Euphues by the hand) were the rather 


wiſhed foz, foꝛ that your diſcourſe being left vnperfect, cauſed vs 
all to long (as women are wont foz things that like them) to 
haue an end therof. Unto whom Philautus replied as followeth. 


Piltres Lucilla, though your curteſie made vs nothing to 


doubt of our welcome, pet modeſtie cauſed vs to pinch curteſie, 
who ſhould firſt come: as fo2 my friend, J thinke he was neuer 
wiſhed foꝛ here ſo tarneſtly ofany as ot himſelſe, whether it 
might be to renae his talk, oz recant his ſayings, J cannot tell, 
Euphues taking the tale out of Philautus mouth ; aunſwered. 
Piſtres Lucilla, to retant vereties were hereũe, and to renue 
the pꝛayſes of womens latter p: the onely cauſe 4 wiſhed my 
ſelfe here , was to giue thanks fo? ſo good entertainment, the 
which J could no waies deſerue, and to bꝛieed a greater acquain⸗ 
tance ił it might be to make amends. Lucilla inſlamed with his 
pꝛeſence, ſayd: Nay Ephues vou ſhall not eſtape ſo, fox if my 
curteſic; as you ſay, vere the cauſe of your connning, let it alſo 
be the occaſion of the ending ol your fozmer difcourſe,otherwiſe 
I ſhall think your pzofe naked, and you ſhall find my reward 
. Euphues now as willing to obey; as ſhe to command, 
addzeſſed hymſelfe to a farther concluſion, who ſeing all the 
Gentle women ready to giue him the hearing; pzoceeded as fol- 
loweth. I haue not yet foꝛgotten thatanp laſt take with theſe 
Gentlewomen tended to their pavſes , .andtherefoze the ende 
mult tye vp the ul} pꝛwfe: other wiſe, A ſhould ſet down venus 
bar without the linely ſubſtance, . 
As there isnoone thing which can bee reckoned; eyther 
concerning loue oz lopaltye , — Momen doe not excell

men; vet in feruentie abnue all others, they ( far cede, that 
men are ipkerttomeruatieat them, than to imitate them, and 
readier to laugh at their vertucs, than imitate them.

J, foz mins obne part am bzought into a Paradice , by the 
only imagination of womens vertues: and were J perſwaded, 
that all the diuels in hell were women, J would neuer liue de⸗ 
uoutly to inherit heauen : oʒ that they were all Saints in hea⸗ 
uen, J would line moze ſtrictly, foz feare of hell. What could 
Adam hane dane in his Paradicebcfs2e his fall, without a wo⸗ 
man: O how could he haue riſen againe after his fall, without 


a woman: Artificers are wont in their laſt woꝛkes to excell 
' themſelues, pea, God when he had made all things, at the laſt. 


made man as moſt perfect, thinking nothing tould be framed 
moze excellent, vet aſter him he created a woman, the expꝛeſle 
Image ol eternitie, the liuely picture of Nature, the only ſteele 
glaſſe foꝛ man ts heholde his infirmities; by comparing them 
with wamens perfections. Are they not moꝛe gentle, moꝛe wit- 
ty, moze brautitiil, than men? Ars not men fobewitched with 
their qualities, that they become mad fo toue and women ſo 
wiſe, that they do deteſt luſt.

F 
as the Yozſe il he kaew his.owne frength} were no wapes 
be bꝛidlen, ai thenunied n his owne vertu, were neuer to be 
taught: ſa women if they nem what extelleney were in them, 
A feareme men Gould nogcr win them to their wils, 02 weane 
them from their mind. 

Lucilh began to ſmile; caping: In kaith Fuphnes, 3 woul

at the beſt, if you leaue not, they will begin to faile . Wut EFu- 
phues (being rapt with the fight'vf his Saint) aunſwerrd, no, 
no, Lucilla.

Lucilla, the vꝛgent affaires J haue in hand, will ſcarce ſuf- 
fer me to farry with you one houre, vet my returne 3 hope will 
be fo ſhoꝛt, that my abſence ſhall not -b2ede thy ſoꝛrow: in the 
meane ſeaſon , J commit all things into thy cuſtodie, wiſhing 
the to vſe thy accuſtomable curteſie. And ſ&ing J muſt take 
Philautus with me, J will be ſo bold to craue you Gentleman 
(his friend) to ſupply his rome, defiring you to take this þafty 
warning, foz a harty welcome, and ſo to ſpend this time ot mine 
abſence in honcſt mirth. and thus J leaue you, | 

Philautus tnewe well the cauſe of his ſodaine departure, 
which was, to redeeme certaine Lands that were moꝛ 2gaged in 
his Fathers time, to the vſe of Ferardo, who on that condition, 
had befoze time pꝛomiſed him his daughter in marriage. But 
returne we to Euphues, 

Euphues was ſurpziſed with ſuch incredible toy at this 
ſtrange euent, that he had almoſt ſounded,foz ſeeing his coꝛiuall 
fo be departed, and Ferardo to giue him ſo friendly entertain⸗ 
ment, doubted not in time to get the god will of Lucilla. M hom 
finding in plate conuenient without company, with a bold cou⸗ 
rage and comly icſfure, he began to alſay her in this ſoꝛt. 

Gentlewoman, my acquaintance being ſo little, J am afraid 
mycredit will be leſſe, foꝛ that they commonly are ſoneſt be⸗ 
leened that are beſt beloued, and they liked beſt, whom we haue

Manie Parents are in this to be miſiyked, which hauing 
neyther tryall of his honeſtie, noz oxperience of his learning, 
to whom they commit the child to be taught, witheut any depe 
oʒ due conſideration put them to one, eyther ignoꝛant o2 obſti⸗ 
nate, the which if they themſelues ſhould doe of ignoꝛante, the 
follie cannot be excuſed ; if of obſtinatie, theyz lewdneſſe is to 
be abhozred. # 

Some Fathers are ouercome with the latterie orthole foles, 
wbich y zofefle outwardly great knowledge, andſhewe a cer- 
taine kind of viſſembling ſinceritie in their Ive. Others at the 
Mtreating of theyꝛ familiar friends, are content to commit 

their Sonnes to one, without eyther ſubſtance of honeſtie, oz 

ſhadewe ol learning: By which therꝛ vndifcref dealing, they 
are lyke: thoſe ſicke men, which retec the expert and cunning 
Philition, and al the requeſt of their friends, t admit the hes 
3 » which daungereth the Patient, and baingeth 
hodie to his bane . Dent 8 vnto thoſe, a

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inſtant and impoꝛtunate ſute of their acquaintance, refuſe a 
cunning Pilot, and choſe an vnſkilfull Partiner, which has 


zardeth the Ship and themſelues in the calmeſt Sea. 


Gad God, can there be any that hath the name of a Father, 
which will eſteeme moze the fancie ot his friend, then the nuͤr⸗ 
ture of his donne? It was not in vaine, that Crates would cf 
ten ſay, that if it were lawfull euen in the Market place has 
would trie cut : Whether runne you Fathers, which haue all 
pour carne and care to multiply your wealth, nothing regar- 
ding your childzen, vnto whom you mult leaue all. In this 
they refemble him, which is very curious about the ſhac, and 
hath no care of the fete. 

Belide this, there are many Fathers ſo inflamed with the 
loue of wealth, that they be as it were incenſed with hate as 
gainſt their childzen , which Ariſtippus ſeeing in an ald miſer, 
did parti note it. This old miſer aſking of Ariſtippus, what 
he would take to teach and hing vp his Sonne, aunfwered, a 
thouſand groates: a thouſand groates ? God ſhecld, 'aunſwered 
this old huddle, J can haue fwe Sernants of that pzice . Unto 
whom he made aunſwere, thon ſhalt haue two Seruants and 
one Bonne, and whether wilt thon ſell ? Js it not abſurd fo 


haue ſo great a care on the right hand of the childe to tutte his 


meate, that if he handle his knife in the left hand, we rebuke 
him ſeuerelp, and to be ſecure ot his nurture in diſcipline and 
learning 2 But what doe happen to thofe Parents that bzing 
vp their childzen like wantons, — OO 
When their Sonnes ſhall growe to mans efface;viſdaining 
now to be cozrected, ſcubburne to obey, giuing themſelves td 
vaine pleaſures, and vnſemely paſtimes, then with the folith 

Lrewant they begin to wars wiſe, and to repent them of their 
foꝛmer folly, when their Sonnes ſhalt inſinuate themſelges in 
the company of flatterers, (a kind ot men moze perriltous to 
youth, then any kind of Beaſts.) When they ſhall haunt Bar⸗

their dyet, carelefſe in their our , when they Hall eyther 
be.common Dicers wih Gamelkers, either — —

him vp in learning, and himſelfe of miſchiefe, that he gaue not 
his mind to god letters. Jftheſe youths had been trained vp in 
the company of any Philoſopher, they would neuer haue bien ſo 
villolute in their life, o2 ſo reſolute in their owne conteits. 
It is good nurture that leadeth to vertue;/ and diſcrete de⸗ 
meancur that plaineth the path tofelicitie, 7-1

Nature, as ſeemoly perſonage, he is to be deſpiſed in reſpect ot 


learning. To be a noble man it is meſt excellent, but that is 
our Aunceſtours, as Vhiſſes ſayd to Aiax, as ſoz our nobilitie, 
dur ſock, dur kindzod, and whatlot ner we our ſelues haue not 
done, J ſcarcely acc unt ours. Riches are pꝛetions, but Fozz 
tune ruleth the roaſt , which oſtentimes taketh away all froni 
them that haue much, and giueth them moze which hath/ios 
thing. Glozy is a thing vozthists be followed, but as it is got⸗ 
ten with great trauailo, ſo is it loſt in a mall tine.

Mar taketh all things with it enen as the-whirlepole, yet 
mult if leaue learning behindit, wherefoze it was wiſelie aun⸗ 
ſwered in my opinion of Stilpo the Philoſopher: Foz when Dc- 
metrius won the Citty, and made if euen to the ground, leaving 
nothing ſtanding, he demaunded of Stiſpo, whether he had loſt 
any thing of his in this great ſpoile, vnto whom he axnlivered, 
no verily, fo2 war getteth no ſpoile of vertue. 

Unto the like ſence may the anſwer of Socrates be applied, 
when Gorgias aſked him whether he thought the Perſian King 
happy 02not 2 J knownot ſaid he, how much vertue and diſcis 
plinehe hath ; ſoꝛ happines doth not conũſt in the giftes of ſoʒ⸗ 
tune, but in the grace of vertue . But as there is nothing moze 
tonuenient then inſtruction fo2 youth; ſo would I: haue them 
nurtured in ſuch a place as is renowmed foz learning, voyd of 
manners, vndeſiled with vice, that ſeingno vaine ds- 
| » ther may the moze taſilie abſtaine from licentious de- 

fires. "They that ſtud to pleaſe the multitude, ace ſure to dif 
- pleaſethe wiſe they that fame to flatter ruve people with their 

rude pzetences, leuell at grrat hono2, hauing no aime at hones 
tie. When A was heere.a Student in athens, it was thought 
a great comendation foz a young Scholler to make an Oꝛation 
Extempoꝛe, but certainly in my iudgement it is vttexly to be 
condemned, fe whatſseuer is done rafhlp, is done aforawlp;

Gardens ſome flowers, ſome: wirds, and as in all tres , ſome 
bloſſoms, ſome blafts.. Nylus bꝛirdeth the pzecious ſtone, and 
the poyſoned Serpent. The Court may as well neurtſh vertu- 
ous Matrons as the lewd minion, Pet this maketh me muſe, 


that they ſhould rather be commended fo2 their beauty, then foz 


their vertue, which is an infall;ble argument, that the delights 
of the fleſh are pꝛeferred befoze the holines of the ſpirit , Thou 
ſayſt thou wilt ſue to leaue thy ſeruite, and J will pꝛay foz thy 
god ſucceſſe: when thou art come into the Country, J would 
haue ther firff learne to fo2get all theſe things which thou hat 
ſeene in the Court. J would Philaucus were ofthy mind to foz- 
ſake his youthfull courſe : but J am glad thou waitclt that he 
beginneth fo amend his conditions: he runneth far that neuer 
returneth, and he finneth deavlythatnener repenteth. J would 
haue hun end, as Lucilla began, without vice, and not begin 
as ſhe ended, without honeftte. J lous the man well, but pet 4 
cannot b2wke his manners, yet J conceiue a god hope, that in 
his age he will be wiſe , foz that in his youth J perteiued him 
witty . He hath pꝛomiſed to come to Athens, which if he doe, 
A will ſo handle the matter that eit her he ſhal abiure the Court 
(oz euer, oz abſent hunſelfe fo2 a veare .. Af A being the ane fo 


paſſe, 
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pafſe, he ſhall foꝛgoe his olde conrſe ; ifthe other, foꝛget his ill 
conditions . Ye that in Court will thzine to reape wealth, and 
liue waris fo get woꝛſhip, muſt gaine by god conſcience, and 
clime by wiſdome, otherwiſe his thꝛift is bat theft, where there 
is no regard of gathering, and his honouf but ambition, where 
there is no care but fe pzomotion.; Philautus is to ſimple to 
vnderſtand the wiles in Court, and to young to vadermine a⸗ 
nie by craft, vet hath he ſhowne himſelfe as far from honeſtie, 
as he is from age, and as full of craft, as he is af tourage. Itit 
were foꝛ thy pꝛeferment and his amendment, J with vou were 


both married: but if he ſhould continue his folly, wherby thou 


ſhouldeſt call from thy dutie, J rather with you both buried. 
Salute him in my name, and haſten his tourney; but foꝛget not 
thine owne. J haue occallon fo goe to Naples, that J may with 
moze ſpeede ariue in England, where J haue heard ofa woman 
that in all qualifies excellethany man. Which if it be ſo, J ſhall 
think my labour as well beſtowed, as Saba did hirs when ſher 
trauailed to ſee Salomon. At my going if thou be in Naples, 4 
will viſit thee: at my returne, J will tell thee my iudgement. 
It Philautus come this Winter, he ſhall in this my pilgrimage 
be a partner. A pleaſant companion is a bait in a tourney, We 
ſhall there as J heare, ſe& a Court Both bzaug in ſhew, and bet- 
ter in ſubſtance, moze gallant Courtiers, mode godly conſciues, 
as faire Ladies, and fairer conditions . But J will not veunt 
befoze the victozy, no2 ſweare it is ſo, vntill I ſe it be ſo, Fares 
well, vnto whbm aboue all J with well, | 


Haue finiſhed the firft part of Fuphues , whom nowe Jleft 
ready to croſſe the Heas ts England: ifthe wind ſend him 


- choꝛt cut, yon ſhall in the ſecond part heare what newes her 


b2ingeth : J hope to haue him returned within one Sommer, 
Jn the meane ſeaſon J will ffay foꝛ him in the Country, and as 
ſone as he arineth, you ſhall know ol his comming.
